Teen arrested in hit-and-run death 


NEWARK—Police Director Jo- 
seph J. Santiago announced the arrest 
of a Toms River man charged with the 
hit-and-run death of 8-year-old Terrell 
James who was struck and killed 
shortly after 3 pm March 31 as he and 
a friend were crossing Irvine Turner 
Boulevard near West Runyon Street. 

Police Director Santiago said 
Daniel Tonkovich, 18, of 1210 Coxero 
Road, was arrested at his home last 
week and charged with vehicular ho- 
micide, leaving the scene of an auto 


accident and reckless driving. 

According to Director Santiago, 
Newark homicide detectives received 
information from witnesses who pro 
vided a description of the auto, a black 
1994 Ford Mustang, and a possible 
identity of the driver. Police also de- 
veloped information that the driver 
was known to frequent the Irvine 
Tumer Boulevard area. 

Newark homicide detectives con- 
tacted the Dover Township Police 
Department to request their assistance 


in locating the car at the Coxero Road 
address. The auto was found parked 
at Tonkovich’s home by Dover Town- 
ship officers who in turn informed 
Newark detectives that the auto had 
substantial front-end damage. New- 
ark Police homicide detectives imme- 
diately responded to Toms River. 
As detectives were processing the 
auto, Tonkovich arrived home and, 
upon observing the detectives, admit- 
ted his involvement in the fatal acci- 
dem. Police also located and ques- 


tioned two passengers who were with 
Tonknvich at the time of the incident. 

The two Toms River teenagers, an 
18-year-old male and his 19-year-old 
sister were given subpoenas to ap- 
pear before an Essex County grand 
jury. 

Director Santiago attributed the 
swiftarrest to the efforts of the Newark 
Homicide detectives, the assistance 
of the Dover Township and New Jer- 
sey Transit Police Departments and 
community information.

ATLANTA (AP)—Martin Luther 
King HI has joined his younger brother 
in claiming that James Earl Ray was a 
“patsy” who did not assassinate 
their famous father. 

“I have ys felt it was a 
conspiracy,” the 39-year-old King 
said Tuesday. “Mr. Ray has just been 
used as a patsy. 

In a prison hospital meeting with 
Ray last Thursday, Dexter King, 36, 
backed Ray’s claims that he did not kill 
Martin Luther King Jr. _ and stated his 
family’s support of Ray's innocence. 

The older King brother, a motiva- 
tional speaker in Atlanta, said his 
family reached its conclusion after 
sorting through accounts from people 
present when his father was slain and 
those who say they have unreported 
evidence, 

However he said he wouldn't reveal 
specific information unless Ray is 
denied another trial,

Johannesburg, South Africa 
(IPS)— South Africa’s largest work- 
ers’ umbrella, the Congress of South 
African Trade Unions (COSATU), 
plans to take to the streets on May 12 
in protest against a new bill which is 
set to further deregulate the labor mar- 
ket. The federation is part of a tripartite 
alliance that also includes the South 
African Communist Party, but it has 
increasingly questioned the policies 
of its senior partner, the African Na- 
tional Congress (ANC). COSATU 
entered the 1994 elections in partner- 
ship with the two parties and the alli- 
ance garnered 62.5 percent (12.2 mil- 
lion) of the votes. However, COSATU 
is now not pleased with government’s 
Growth Employment and Redistribu- 
tion (GEAR) policy, which it sees as 
neo-liberal. The 1997-98 budget an- 
nounced recently has also raised con- 
cern within labor about the effective- 
ness of GEAR to achieve job creation. 
Finance Minister Trevor Manuel him- 
self has admitted that while South 
Africa’s gross domestic product (GDP) 
grew by about 3.1 percent over the last 
year, relatively few jobs were created. 
Unemployment, officially estimated at 

_ over 30 percent, is rising and the 
country’s limited public services in 
areas such as hcalth and education arc 
already heavily stretched. Addition-

Ted Koppel and “Nightline” have 
done some wonderful and important 
shows on race, but unless, in the long- 
term, it is reported in the context of a 
comprehensive economic approach it 
will not markedly improve race rela- 
tions in America. In fact, in an unin- 
tended way, it may even add to the 
tensions and frustration by reflecting 
a lack of progress on the racial front. 

The problem is that we cannot 
make real progress on the race ques- 
tion in economic isolation. The race 
problem must be solved in the context 
of providingemployment, health care, 
housing, education, and a fair share of 
wealth and income to all of the Amer- 
ican people. 

If we attempt to deal with the race 
question outside of that economic 
‘context, we are engaging in race enter- 
tainment, because we cannot make 
systematic progress in race relations 
under these conditions. What often 
oe is that television ends up

There is more racial understand- 
ing and reconciliation possible in one 
year of a full employment economy 
than there is in three decades of talk- 
ing about race on television, no matter 
how well- intentioned. 

Sensationalizing race in the cur- 
rent economic climate only increases 
racial tensions, adds to frustration, 
increases cynicism, may contribute to 
increased drug use and other means 
of escape, that at some point will ex- 
plode into increased domestic and 
societal violence. 

Racial justice is not the same as 
economic justice. There would still be 
racism ina full employmenteconomy. 
But systematic and steady racial 
progress can only be achieved in the 
contextofafullemploymenteconomy 
— and it will only be achieved _ the 
degree that, as a nation, we make 
progress on the other basic economic 
issues mentioned above. 

Thus, the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem must become a part of the racial 
justice dialogue. Every time unem- 
ployment dips below five percent, 
Chairman Alan Greenspan uses em- 
ployment growth to say that the econ- 
omy is overheating, and as the ratio- 
nale to raise interest rates, slow the 
economy and raise 


supporting them! Filmmakers can get 
movies like Booty Call produced be- 
cause they make money. The script 
may be bad, the acting horrendous, 
the message negative; but, as long as 
people pay money to go sec it, this is 
the type of product that will receive 
financial backing.

They accused George 
McGovern of losing the election be- 
cause he was too liberal. The fact is, 
Nixon won re-election because he was 
the liberal. 

We must challenge the media, 
political, labor and other leaders to 
transform the national discussion and 
debate from mere racial justice for mi- 
norities, to greater racial justice for 
minorities in the context of greater 
economic justice for all Americans. 

Inanation with the economic abil- 
ity and the technological capability of 
providing every American with a de- 
cent life, it is an outrage and a scandal 
that there should be such social mis- 
ery in our country. What do we say to 
the American poor and the victims of 


Welfare reform promised to move re- 
cipients from welfare to work. But if 
the Fed maintains its present policy, 
not only will the unemployed increase

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With ratings) not educating people 
about race, but using race to entertain 
them instead. And, unfortunately, this 
is often done in the most sensational 
manner. 

That is why I say that the O.J. 
Simpson trials have basically been 
about race entertainment, not about 
facial education or racial reconcilia- 
tion. What could be more sensational, 
and off the point of substantively 
dealing with the state of current race 
relations in America, than the O.J. 


the rejected workers will receive no 
government assistance. Does not 
such a fiscal policy negatively impact 
race relations? 

Even definitions must become part 
of the racial dialogue. The politically 
motivated movement to redefine the 
CPI (lowering the Consumer Price In- 
dex in order to reduce the budget 
deficit) will have a negative effect on 
the real lives of all Americans, but 
disproportionately on the lives of peo- 
ple of color. It will impact race rela- 


racism, That you 
are better off than the Russian poor, 
the Bosnia poor, the Asian poor, the 
Latin poor or the African poor? That is 
cruel, insensitive and immoral! 
lo, we must tell them that such 

injustice is intolerable, that no Amer- 
ican should be institutionally and sys- 
tematically maimed in body and spirit 
when our country has the means of 
doing better. The standard is not a 
comparison of how much worse things 
could be, but of how much better they 
should be if we only had the political 
leadership and developed the political 
will to change.

Inner-City African-American Teens Less likely 
to smoke than White or Hispanic Teens 


NEWARK—African-American 
teenagers living in inner cities are less 
likely to smoke cigarettes than their 
white or Hispanic peers, but they are 
also less likely to quit once they have 
started, according to a new study by 
physicians at the University of Medi- 
cine and Dentistry of New Jersey 
(UMDNJ). 

The study of smoking patterns 
among inner-city teenagers, con- 
ducted by physicians at the UMDNJ- 
New Jersey Medical Schoolin Newark, 
surveyed 7,607 students attending the 
11 public high schools in Newark and 
East Orange. In a questionnaire, stu- 
dents were asked if they smoked ciga- 
rettes and tested on their knowledge, 
attitudes and beliefs about smoking. 

The results of the survey, pub- 
lished in the March 1997 issue of the

UWE&WH supports and advo- 
cates for critical health and human 
care delivery for women in the com- 
munity. According to the organiza- 
tion, many women struggling with a 
crisis such as domestic violence, un- 
employment, substance abuse, and 
homelessness, and who lack basic 
survival skills for self-sufficiency 
have found support and resources in 
the United Way system for caring. 
Last year, more than half of the 


Journal of Adolescent Health showed 
that 7 percent of „African - Health teen- 
agers smoke on a regular basis. as 
compared to 16 percent of white teens 
and 11 percent of Hispanic teens. The 
prevalence of smoking among boys 
and girls was the same. 

However. only 10 percent of the 
African-American teens qualified them- 


selves as ex-smokers, as compared to 
21 percent of Hispanics and 1S per- 
cent of whites. The highest preva- 
lence rate of ex-smokers —55 percent 
— was found in the group with family 
incomes of $50,000 or more, This sta- 
tistic indicates that more than half of 
the high-income youths had experi- 
mented with smoking but then quit. 
Overall, 9 percent of teenagers in 
the survey said they were smokers, 17 
percentsaid they 


cent said they smoke because ‘it looks 
cool” More than 40 percent of smok- 
ers were introduced to smoking by 
friends 

The study also found that

guardian had not graduated from high 
school

74 percent had never smoked. 

“It was distributed to mote that 
almostall of the teenagers started smok- 
ing at age 15 or younger and were 
heavily encouraged by their friends,” 
said Dr. G. Reza Najem professor of 
preventive medicine and community 
health at the UMDNJ-New Jersey 
Medical School and principal investi- 
gator of the study “We don’t know 
why fewer African -Amer teens 
smoke, but in other studies Hhas been 
reported that African - Ameis start 
smoking later in life.” 

When asked why they smoke, 53 
percent of teens said smokingreleives 
stress Another 25 percent said smok- 
ing makes them feel good, and 7 per-

“These data suggest that multi 
thensional and-smoking strategies are 
needed to address smoking for minor- 
ity teenagers’ Dr. Najem said “These 
strategies should include personal, 
supportive messages from physicians, 
relatives and friends.”

Civilization is rounding a corner 
on two wheels, whether it will right 
itself or skid off into disaster is still the 
unanswered question.

The thing we have to under- 
stand about failure is that success is 
virtually impossible without some de- 
gree of failure.
